out It, the National Security Council cannot 
succeed in assessing ancl appralsing the ob- 
Jcctlves, corrimltmonts, and risks of the 
United States in relation to our * * * 
military power, with suflftclent contlnulty or 
dofiniteness to constitute a practlcal guide 
to the Military Establishment as to tho slze 
o£ our military needs. 

It recommended that vigorous steps 
be taken to improve the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency and its work. 

The purpose of the joint congressional 
committee would be in a sense to safe- 
guard as well as to supervise the policies 
of the CIA. In my opinion the Con- 
gress should, because of the very naturę 
of the work of the CIA, do everything in 
its power to protect its actiyities and to 
. make it possible that the CIA, as an or- 
ganization, will not lose its effectiveness, 
and will be able to continue its extremely 
important work in such a manner as to 
warrant the necessary amount of free- 
dom of activity and the necessary secu- 
rity to perform the duties allocated to it 
under the law. 

Mr. President, if a joint committee is 
established, CIA officials will no longer 
be defenseless against criticism because 
their lips are sealed. They would have 
a congressional channel to turn to. The 
joint committee, in tum, could maintain 
; the confldence of Congress and the Pub- 
lic, without loss of security. 

To this end, Mr. President, I submit, on 
behalf of myself and the Senator from 
Wyoming [Mr. BarrettJ, the Senator 
from Maryland [Mr. Beall], the Sena- 
. tor from Indiana LMr. Capehart], the 
Senator from New Mexico EMr.

Of the 6 members to be 
appointed from the Sonatę, 3 shall be mem- 
bers of the Central Intelligence Agoncy Sub- 
committee of the Committee on Appropriu- 
tlons of the Senate. and 3 shall be members 
of the Central Intelligence Agency Subeom- 
mittee of the Committee in Armed Seryices 
of the Senate. Of the 6 members to be ap- 
pointed from the House of RepresentatŁyes, 
3 shall be members of the Central In tell L- 
gence Agency Subcommittec of the Commit- 
tce on Appropriatlons of the House of 
Representatlves, and 3 shall be members of 
the Central Intelligence Agency Subcom- 
mittee of the Committee on Armed Servlces 
of the House of Representatives. Not morę 
than 4 members appointed from either the 
Senate or the House of Representatiyes shall 
be from the same poiltical party. 

Sec. 2. (a) The joint committee shall make 
continuing studles of the actiyities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency and of problems 
relating to the gathering of intelligence af- 
fcoting the national security and of its co- 
ordination and utilization by the various 
departments, agencies, and instrumentalities 
of the Goyernment. The Central Intelli- 
gence Agency shall keep the Joint, committee 
fully and currently lnformed with respect to 
its actiyities. Ali bills, resolutions, and 
other matters in the Senate or the House of 
Representatlves relating primarlly to the 
Central Intelligence Agency shall be referred 
to the joint committee. 

(b) The members of the Joint committee 
who are Members of *the Senate shall from 
time to time report to the Senate. and the 
members of the joint committee who are 
Members of the House of Bepresentatiyes 
shall from time to time report to the House, 
by bill or otlierwise, their recommendations 
with respect to matters wlthin the jurisdic- 
tion of their rcspectiye Houses whicli are (1) 
.referred to the joint committee, or (2) other- 
wise within the jurisdiction of the joint 
committee. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies In the membershlp of the 
joint committee shall not alfect the power 
of the remaining members to execute the 
functions of the joint committee, and shall 
be filled in the same manner as In the nase 
of the original selection. The joint commit- 
tee shall select a chairman and a vice chair- 
man from among its members. 

I:1ec. 4. The joint committee, or any duły 
authorized subcommittee thereof, is author-' 
ized to hołd such hearings, to sit and act at 
such places and times, to reąuire, by sub- 
pena or otlierwise, the atteudance of such 
wltnesses and the production of such books, 
papers, and documents. lo adminirter such 
oaths, to take such testimony. to proeure such 
prlnting and blndJng, and to make such ex- 
penditures as lt dceim. advisable. The oost 
of stenographic serviees to report publlc 
hearings shall not be in excess of the amounts 
prescrlbed by law for rcportlng the hearings 
of standing commlttees' of the Senate. The 
cost of such seryices to report executive hcar- 
lng shall be fixeci at an eąultable ruto by the 
joint committee. 

Sec. 5. The Joint committee is empowered 
to appolnt such experts, consultants, techni- 
clans, and clerlcal and stenographic assist- 
ants as it deems necessary and advisable. 
The committee is authorized to utilize tho

FAMILY - FARM BILL OĘ$RIGHTS 
■ Mr. HUMPHREY. Mr. President, on 
behalf of myself and the Senator from 
Montana [Mr. MurrayI, I introduce 
and send to the desk, for appropriate 
reference, a joint resolution to state ex- 
plicitly the long-standing national pol- 
icy to preserve and strengthen the 
family-farm pattern of American agri- 
culture, and to set forth sonie guide- 
posts toward achieving that policy. Be- 
cause some other Senators have ex- 
pressed interest in the same objectives, 
I ask that joint resolution lie over for 
1 legislative day, for the benefit of any 
other Senators who may care to join as 
cosponsors,. 

Since the earliest days of the Repub- 
lic, the family-farm pattern of Ameri- 
can agriculture has been considered as 
ęssential to a strong democracy, and 
the policy of the Nation has been to fa- 
vor the establishment and preseryation 
of family-owned and family-operated 
farms. 

In this period of : reexamination of 
farm programs and' farm legislation, it 
should be useful to look first at the ob- 
jectiyes we intend to serve, and to estab- 
lish some policy guideposts against 
which all proposed farm legislation can 
be appraised for its usefulness in achiey- 
ing our national objectives. 

1 Ample precedent for establishing goals 
in the national interest as policy guides, 
and then reviewing our progress toward 
them, has been established in the Em- 
ployment Act of 1946, a measure to 
encourage an expanding economy assur- 
ing fuli employment. . * 

A desirable pattern of sound and pros- 
pering agriculture is closely related to 
the objective of a sound national econ-. 
omy, and is necessary to maintain fuli 
employment. 

I ask unanimous consent that ' the 
joint resolution be printed in the Record 
following these remarks. 

Mr. President, because some other 
Senators bave expressed interest in the 
same objectives, I ask unanimous con- 
sent that the receipt and referral of the 
joint resolution be postponed to the nexb 
legislative day, in order to pro vide other 
Senators an opportunity to join in spon- 
soring the joint resolution.

JOINT CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT- 
TEE ON CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 

Mr. MANSFIELD. Mr. President, be- 
cause of the very naturę of the Central 
Intelligence Agcncy, I .think that it is 
imperative that a joint congressional 
committee be established for the pur- 
pose of making continued studies of the 
activities of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and problems related to the 
gathering of intelligence affecting the 
national security. I feel that there' 
should be a joint congressional commit- _ 
tee authorized, and that the CIA should, 
as a matter of law, keep that committee 
fully and currently informed witli re- 
spect to its activities. 

. The need for the Central Intelligence 
Agency is seldom questioned any longer 
and I certainly am not chahenging it 
now. What I am concerned with, how- 
ever, is CIA’s position of responsibility 
to nonę but the National Security oun- 
cil. I believe this should be changcd. It 
is true that intelligence services of other 
major countries operate without direct 
control of the legislatures. r J’his is un- 
derstandable in a totalitarian govern-» 
ment, such as the Soviet Union. It iś 
even understandable in a parliamcntary 
democracy, such as Great Britain where 
the entire administration is a part of 
and. is responsible to Parliament. .Our 
form of government. however, is based 
on a system of checks and balances. If 
this system gets seriously out of balance 
at any point the whole system is jeop- 
ardized and the way ds opened for . the 
growth of tyranny. 

There has been almost no congres- 
sional inspection of the Central Intcl- 
ligence Agency sińce the latter’s estab- 
lishment in 1947. It is conceivable that 
as the need for an intelligence service 
had been evident in 1946, the Congres- 
sional Reorganization Act of that year 
would have madę provisions for congres- 
sional participation in the committee 
structure of Congress. As it is now, 
however, CIA is freed from practically 
every ordinary form of congressional 
check. Control of its expenditures is ex- 
ćmpted from. the provisions of law which 
prevent linahciai abuses in other Gov- 
ernment agencies. Each year only a 
handful of Members in each House see 
the appropriation figures. There is no 
regular, methodical review of this Agen- • 
cy, other than a briefing which is sup- 
plied to a few Members of selected sub- 
committces. 1 

I agree that an intelligence agency 
must maintain comnlele secrecy to be 
effective. If clandestine sources of in- 
formation were inadyertently revealed, 
they would quickly dry up. Not only 
would the flow of Information be eut off, 
but the lives of many would be seriously 
endangered. In addition, much of the 
value of the intelligence product would. 
be lost if it were known that we pos- 
sessed it. Secrecy for these purposes is 
obyiously necessary. 


However, there is a profound diiler - 
ence between an essential degree ct: 
secrecy to achieve a i peciflc purpose an i 
secrecy for the mei e sake of secrecy. 
Once secrecy becom *s sacrosant, it in 
vites abuse. If we iccept this idea c £ 
secrecy for secrecy’s sake we will huye 
no Way of knowing whether we have t 
linę intelligence serv ice or a very poor 
one. 

If a new committee is set up as pro- 
posect m this legislation, ail bills, resoiu - 
tions. and other mattors in the Senate o,: 
in the House of Repr jsentatives lelatm . 
primaniy to the CIA, would be referred 
to the joint commitlee; and the joint 
committee would, f om time to tim< , 
make whatever reports are necessary tu 
the Congress conceriiing its relationsiu;) 
with tlie CIA. 

This resolution would establish a join:, 
committee, composeu of 6 Memoers o: 
the Senate to be appointed by the Presi 
dent of the Senate md 6 Members oi. 
the House of Representatiyes to be ap 
pointed by the Speaker of the House o: 
Representatives. In each instance, not 
morę than 4 Members shail be of th; 
same poiitical party. 

The joint committee or any duły au- 
thorized subcommitt* e thereof would be 
authorized to hołd such hearings, to sit 
and act at such places and times. to re- 
ąuire, by subpena oi otherwise, the at - 
tendance of such wit acsses and the pro- 
duction of such book.:, papers, and docu- 
ments, to administer such oaths, to tako 
such testimony, to procure such print - 
ing and binding, and make such expend- 
itures as it deems ac visable. Tlie com^ 
miittie is, in addition, empowered to ap * 
point its Staff; and is authorized to 
utilize the services, Information, facih - 
ties, and personnel uf the departments 
and establishments ef the Governmem , 

Mr. President, in ny opinion, the CL\ 
is in somewhat the same category as the 
Atomie Energy Comroission ; and just a, o 
a special committee, with well definei 
authority and poweis has been creaie i 
on a joint congressional basis to oyersee 
and superyise the inierests of the AEC\. 
so I believe should a joint congressiorud 
committee be created for the same pur- 
pose in connection wi th the CIA. I reai - 
ize fuli well, because of the very naturę cf 
the duties of the Cl A, there there lias 
been no public scrut ny of its actiyitie,., 
This may be necessary in this day and 
age, but I do belieyi that a joint eon- 
gressional committei should be created. 
for iho purpose of secing that good 
management is mai itained in the Cl i 
and also to keep a constant check on its 
intelligence poiicies. It is well, too, tJ it t 
this jomt committee should be in a posi - 
tion to eriticize any mislakes which lho 
CIA may make. 

Until a committee of the kind I aia 
proposmg is establldied, there will to 
no way of knowing what serious llaws 
in the Central Intel igency Agency may 
be coyered by the curtain of secrecy in 
which it is shrouded. In 1949 U o 
Hoover Commission examined tlie CIA. 
A task lorce stated that — 

The Central Intelligence Agency has n< t 
yet achleved the desired degree of proficie m y 
and dependability in its estimates.
